Heart of Qty of Mexico a Scene of 
Ruin, Scores of Fine Buildings Hav-

Wrecked by Shot and 
Shell—Fierce Onslaughts of Feder­ 
als Checked by the Rebel Troops. 
Losses Enormous. 


Mexico City, Feb. 13.—After terrific 
but unsuccessful attem pts 
to 
rout 
General 
Diaz 
from 
the Cludadela. 
President Madero took advantage of 
a truce enforced by the American am­ 
bassador and the German m inister to 
move his forces closer around the ar­ 
senal and to place in position eight 
large cannon that he had just receiv­ 
ed from near the capital. 
The result 
of the violation of the arm istice was 
that, when the fighting was resumed, 
Madero was pouring a storm of shell 
and shot upon Diaz’s stronghold from 
four sides. 
During the three-hour truce, which 
was demanded by the American and 
German representatives because 
of 
the death or injury of American and 
German citizens in the fighting, the 
foreign 
residents 
deserted 
their 
homes and fled for protection to the 
em bassies or to the suburbs at the 
librth of the city. 
W hen it became known that Ma­ 
dero had turned his back on the dip­ 
lom ats and had ordered another a t­ 
tack on the arsenal, the Americans 
and other foreign residents awoke to 
the real nature of their position. 
Au­ 
tomobiles and carriages were driven 
hastily through the streets of the for­ 
eign colonies gathering up women and 
children 
and 
their 
belongings and 
conveying them 
to 
the 
embassies. 
H undreds of men among the foreign 
residents formed armed guards for 
the 
em bassies 
and 
patrolled 
the 
streets. 
Loss of Life Heavy. 
The loss of life in the ranks of the 
federal columns has been even heav­ 
ier than it was Tuesday. 
It is esti­ 
mated th at there were no less than 
J,OOO killed andd 1,500 wounded, with 
the 
federals suffering the heaviest 
losses. 
Reliable advices coming from 
the inside of tho Diaz lines give the 
rebel losses in the arsenal building 
as It killed and twice that number 
wounded. 
The heart of the city is a scene of 
ruins. 
Solid shot and machine-gun 
fire have wrecked scores of building*, 
and thousands of people are home­ 
less, seeking shelter in the outskirts, 
but even there buildings are struck 
by th© shrapnel which the Diaz forces 
are firing across the city to clear the 
roofs of neighboring buildings which 
are occupied by federals.

Karb Suggests Uncle Sam 
Establish 
Municipal National Banks. 
Columbus, O., Feb. 13.—Mean* of 
elim inating interest charges on mu­ 
nicipal bonds by the creation of “mu­ 
nicipal national banks” and th© ex­ 
change of these bonds for national 
bank notes, is suggested in a letter 
which Mayor Karb has written to Con­ 
gressman-elect Brumbaugh of this dis­ 
trict, asking that he consider intro­ 
ducing a bill in congress which would 
authorize the establishm ent of 
na­ 
tional banks by municipalities. 
According 
to 
the mayor’s plans, 
such banks would not receive private 
money 
for 
deposit, nor loan their 
funds or credit. 
They would simply 
constitute a means of handling the 
city’s bonded debt in such a way as 
to free the citizens from all interest 
charges. 
Municipal bonds would assume the 
same 
rating as government bonds 
hold now, for they could be exchanged 
for an equivalent amount of national 
bank notes, which would be used in 
paying the cost of the improvement 
for which the bonds were issued.

“I have the honor to Introduce to 
you the venerated and esteemed chief 
of all the Jews In Turkey, your own 
fellow citizens, whose ancestors were 
unjustly and cruelly driven from Spain. 
it I* to this venerable chief that the 
government of his majesty the king. 
as well as his people, is addressing 
Its desire to repair the injustice of 
which we feel we are still experiencing 
the bitter consequences.” 
He added that the occasion was 
doubtless the brat for almost five ce* 
furies that the bead of the Jews In 
the east had set foot upon a Spanish 
warship. 
The commander of the cruiser enter­ 
tained the chief rabbi at tea aud there­ 
after conducted him through every part 
of the vessel. 
Upon leaving the ship 
M. Naho urn was honored in the same 
way as when he had first boarded it, 
and the Marquis de Nantoulllet inform­ 
ed bim that he woald he pleased if 
Jewish families would visit the cruiser, 
for which purpose he placed Mea ai 
launches at their disposal.

Washington, Fob. 13. — Dispatches 
to the state department from Mexico 
City show that another period of hard 
fighting has passed without a decisive 
victory for either side in the bloody 
contest for the control ot the govern­ 
ment and capital of Mexico. 
Contin­ 
uation of the fighting can have but 
one result, and that is the complete 
demoralization of both sides and the 
utter lack of any dominant force to 
which this government can look as 
the responsible authority in Mexico. 
It was made clear that the admin­ 
istration feels it has done all it chn 
do in the present stage of the Mexi­ 
can situation in sending warships to 
Mexican ports. 
Further than this, it 
can be authoritatively stated, Presi­ 
dent Taft will not go on his own re­ 
sponsibility. 
He will not attempt to 
take more drastic action without put­ 
ting the entire matter before congress 
and leaving it to that body to decide 
whether the United States shall em­ 
bark upon a Mexican policy which 
every military man and every diplo­ 
matic official knows would mean a 
long and costly war with Mexico.
